IMPORTANT MENHADEN CONTRO- 
VERSY. 


There is at present a great diversity 
of opinion between the two factions— 
those who fish for recreation and 
those who catch fish to be used for 
industrial purposes—upon the proba- 
ble extinction of the food fish occa- 
sioned by the use of pound and purse 
nets, the sporting fraternity claiming 
that the fishing from Maine to North 
Carolina is endangered and that 
prohibitory measures should been 
acted by the separate seaboard states 
over their waters before the supply 
becomes seriously depleted. The feel- 
ing in this matter is evidenced in the 
following circular now belug widely 
distributed: 

The growing scarcity of edible fishes along 
our coast line from Maine to North Carolina, 
is a matter of importan e that should not be 
overlooked by the States interested. The 
cause or causes of this diminution should !e 
ascertained, and some remedy, if possible 
should bs appliedat onee by the enactment 
of simple and uniform legislation in a!l of 
the seuboard States, be ore the now reduced 
supp y becomes further exhausted, With 
this: bjectin view. and with desire for a 
full, impartial. and thoro gh examina ion of 
the whole subject, we, the undersigned eiti- 
zens of the State of New York, have deter- 
mined that some effort should be made to 
obtain a conference of the Commissioners 
of Fisheri- 6. as well as other citizens of the 
sea oard States interested, who have made 
the matter a study in order th:t some plan 
of action be adopted to secure he protection 
and preservation of food fishes. We, there- 
fore, invite you cordially and request that 
you will personally invite such citizens of 
your state as may feel sufficient interest in 
this matter, to atcend a conference to be held 
at the office of the Commissioners of Fisher- 
ies of the state of New York, at 53 Broadway. 
New York city, Wednesday, Dec. 13, !+93 at 10 
o'clock a.m. Thisinvitation or request will 
be extended to all members of the Commis- 
sioners of Fisheries of the states of Maine, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut. 
New Jersey Pennsylsania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, and North Carolina. and the 
Commissioners in addition will be requested 
to invite such citizens of their states as would 
be likely to take sufficient interest in the 
matter to attend such conference, 

[he movement on the part of out- 
side interests to combat all industrial 
fishing, claiming the preservation of 
food fishes as their weapon of offense, 
and bearing as it does the names of 
60 many prominent anglers does not 
exempt it from criticism, 

That an industry, such as the man- 
ufacture of menhaden oil has grown 
to be, giving, as it does, employment 
to thousands of men, and millions of 
dollars, should be relegated to the 
background merely to allow a few 
deciples of Izaac Walton the privilege 


of recreative fishing is absurd and 
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preposterous, and the earnestness 
with which this food fish extinction 
theory is advocated bespeaks other 
interests than those associated with 
the delights of angling. 

That no serious depletion of food 
fish has resulted from the establish 
ment and development of the menha- 
den industry is evidenced by the in- 
creased demand for and the supply 
of food {fishes fdaily growing larger, 
consequent upon the growth of 
the country, and the fact that prices 
show, after careful revision of the 
market reports for years past,relative- 
ly lower prices. The prescribing of 
alimit wherein fishing will be pro- 
hibited will result in seriously affect- 
ing the industrial fishing, but the 
burden will fall on the shoulders of 
the poorer classes, they thereby be- 
ing deprived of the advantages of la- 
bor which this industry provides, 
Furthermore,it is an exploded theory 
to call menhaden the principal food 
of blue fish, as it has been demon. 
strated beyond cavil that they no not 
form the main source of fod for any 
class of fish caught by sportsmen. 

It would be well, however, to have 
this matter finally adjusted, but if the 
caprices of wealthy anglers are to de- 
prive menhaden fishermen of their 
rights to follow their calling, render- 
ing their investments worthless, then 
sport must be regarded as of more 
importance than industry.

POSITION OF GUM TRAGACANTH, 
The quietude which, for so longa 
period, has been a leading feature in 
the market for gum tragecanth, has 
recently been relieved by the devel- 
opment of improved conditions and 
now the general expectation is that 
during the next few months at least 
more than ordinary interest will be 
taken in the article. Within the past 
fortnight the situation here has 
gained perceptibly in strength, but 
owing to the absence of an active de 
mand prices have not advanced to 
correspond with values abroad. 

Late advices from the principal 
foreign markets concur in ascribing 
to the position of tragacanth elements 
of unusual firmness and this, so far 
as present indications extend, is based 
chiefly upon the limited supplies of 
this year’s crop known to be acceasi- 
ble. In fact it is claimed that the 
production in 1893 is much below the 
average in volume and that higher 
prices, predicated on this basis, are 
inevitable. The London market has 
lately displayed a higher range of 
quotations and that of Constantino- 
ple is equally firm and interesting, 
Inthe upward movement which we 
refer to, the lower grades of gum 
tragacanth have principally been af 
fected and an appreciation of fully 
one cent per pound on these qualities 
nas taken place within tke past ten 
days. 

From Turkey the reports are that 
holders are much firmer in their pre- 
tensions and that values of the lower 
grades of goods have reached a point 
that is seemingly out of proportion to 
the quotations for the higher quali- 
ties. Notwithstanding the belief in 
some quarters that the production of 
tragacanth will this year fall short of 
the average, some authorities con- 
tend that the showing will be favor- 
able. 

In the Constantinople market it is 
reported that important transactions 
have lately been consummated for 
apeculativ> account, and to this is at- 
tributed, in a large measure, the firm 
tone that characterizes the situation 
there. The upward tendency in prices 
in Turkey has also been strengthened 
this year by the slow arrivals of gum 
from the interior, in consequence of 
the stringent quarantine regulations 
which have been in force for several 
months past in many portions of that 
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country. The crop of Persian gum 
tragacanth is also claimed to be very 
small and as evidence of the fact, the 
receipts since the opening of the sea- 
son have been extremely light at all 
the principal centers. 

There are reasons to doubt that the 
production this year will be as small 
as some authorities profess to believe, 
but as relates to the question of val- 
ues, it would be safe to assume that 
they will not for some time range 
lower than they now are. This belief 
is founded upon the fact that, besides 
the obstructions to transportation 
caused by quarantine laws in the east 
the bulk of the gum in the primary 
markets is said to be controlled by a 
few persons who are disposed to take 
every advantage that the position of 
the article affords. 

In addition to the causes assigned 
for the improvementalluded to, it de- 
serves to be mentioned that the be- 
ginning of the present season found 
the various markets rather poorly 
supplied with goods. In this coun- 
try, for instance, buyers were re- 
strained by a lack of inquiry import- 
ing in the customary quantities and 
consequently, while they are fairly 
provided for, they are in no position 
to supply an important demand with- 
out feeling the necessity of replenish- 
ing their stocks, European importers 
have apparently been influenced by 
similar conditions and the general 
result is reflected in moderate hold- 
ings everywhere, 

On November ist, when the new 
crop commenced to make its appear- 
ance in London, the total stock in the 
public warehouses there was 1,803 
packages. While this is nearly 600 
cases more than was held at the cor- 
responding period in 1892, it is by 
no neans equal to the stock on hand 
in that market at the same date in 
former years. This will be made 
clear by reference to the following 
figures, indicating the quantities of 
tragacanth warehoused in London on 
November 1, to wit: 1892, 1,247 pack- 
ages; 1891, 3,934 packages; 1890, 6,049 
packages; 1889, 8 347 packages, and 
1888, 4,135 packages. During the 
period from January 1st to November 
ist, the following were the importa- 
tions into London for the years speci- 
fled : 1893, 5,693 packages; 1892, 4, 118 
packages ; 1891, 4,873 packages ; 1890, 
5,865 packages ; 1889, 8,585 packages, 
and 1888, 7,496 packages.

HIGHER PRICES FOR BALSAMS. 
The recent appreciation in the 

prices of the several balsams of South 
and Central American origin, draws 
attention to the fact that the depres- 
sion in values which has character- 
ized these articles throughout the 
greater part of the present year has 
finally been overcome. This position 
has been reached by slow stages of 
progress and now the balsame of co- 
paibs, Peru and tolu are moving in 
unison in an upward direction, The 
main reason for this increased vigor of 
the market lies in the fact that stocks 
of all varieties are extremely light at 
the present time and it is uncertain 
when further supplies of importance 
will came forward. It is difficult to 
positively outline the causes that 
have brought about this depletion of 
supplies, but it is probable that the 
low prices heretofore prevailing in 
this market have proved too uninvit- 
ing to the producers to justify liberal 
shipments to this country. As a con- 
sequence importers have little or no 
stocks on hand and the current move- 
ment is based almost exclusively on 
the holdings in second hands. While 


the average quotations for balsam of 
Peru have this year ruled somewhat 
higher than those of the past few 
years, the article has received only 
moderate attention. So far as specu- 
lative action is concerned, there hag 








other old pools of the Findlay field.

The Grubb well, in Ohio township, 
continues to be the subject for discus- 
sion with oil men, to the exclusion of 
all other topics.

quarter. The Philadelphia company 
will start several more wells at once 
in addition tothe three now drilling. 
This company has 950 acres under

‘arm. 


An >ther big gas well was struck in 
West Seneca, Erie county, N. Y., on 
the 2d, the flow of which is estimated 
at one million feet perday. The gas 
sand in the vicinity is remarkably 
porous, and experts say that gas ex- 
ists in immense quantities. Six wells 
are now giving a satisfactory flow, 
and from eight to twelve others will 
be drilled between now and spring. 
Experts also say that a big pool of oil 
wn likely be found somewhere in the 

eld. 


The first discovery of oil in Ken- 
tucky in paying quantities came about 
through boring for salt, and the well, 
from which the first shipment was 
made, was pumped for salt water, and 
the oil which was brought up was at 
first drained off into Otter creek as 
waste material. The salt water ceased 
to flow, and oil took its place. The 
well was pumped for years and the 
produce loaded into wagons and sent 
to the Cumberland river for shipment. 
The flow of oil was still free when an 
accident occurred to the ‘‘seed bag’’ 
tubing and the weil has since been 
idle. The well and other property be- 
longing to the company which shipped 
the first oil to market fell into the 
hands of what is pow known as the 
Kentucky Consolidated Oil and Gas 
Oompany. Noeffort was made until 
about two years ago to further develop 
the field.Since thea some 15 or 20 wells 
have been sun&, and, with few excep. 
tions, oil has been found in them. 

OBITUARY. 
EDWARD AUSTEN. 

Edwaid Austen died from pneu- 
monia at Glen Ooe, near Baltimore, 
Md., last Wednesday. He received 
his eurly training in the hardware 
business ina Baltimore house having 
a branch concern in New York 
City. Later, he became a partner in 
the firm of Robert Coigate & Oo. and 
was engaged in the management 
of the Atlantic White Lead and Lin 
seed Oil Co. He was prominent in 
the white lead trade for many years 
and in all his business intercouree was 
most agreeable, bioad minded, and of 
the strictest integrity. His life was 
an illustration of the highest traits of 
Christian character. Throughout his 
entire business career he wus held in 
the warmest esteem by all his associ- 
ates. He severed his connection 
with the white lead business when he 
retired from business, some ten years 
ago, and removed with his family to 
Glen Coe, Baltimore county, Md. 
There he had a farm of 800 acres, on 
wich he had several hundred head of 
Jersey cattle. He built up a large 
dairy business, devoting his time to 
it exclusively. 

While in the white lead trade, and 
before he removed to the Maryland 
homestead, Mr. Austen was a resi- 
dent of Orange, N. J., of which place 
he was chosen Mayor without opposi- 
tion. He was prominently identified 
with church, educational and charity 
work, and for a long time was a dea 
con in the North Orange Baptist 
Church, He held many positions of 
trust while at Orange, and was an of.- 
ficer of the Amerivan Jereey Cattle 
Olub. He left a wife and three daught. 
ers, two of whom are married. 

About three years ago Mr. Austen 
became interested in the American 
Oasualty Insurance Company. When 
the reorganization committee failed 
to carry the company through the 
crisis in which it found it, Mr. Aus- 
ten was unanimously looked to as the 
man best fitted for the responsible po 
sition of receiver.’ He refused to take 
the position unless a trust com- 
papy was made joint receiver with 
him, The Mercantile Trust and 
Deposit Company, of Baltimore, and 
Edward Austen were made re-ceivers, 
and it was while Mr. Austen was 
mastering the many details and the 
new duties of his office that he con- 
tracted pneumonia, The disease at- 
tacked him in one of its severest 
ome and caused his death in a few 

ays. 
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COOPER SMITH, 


Cooper Smith, senior member of 
the firm of Cooper Smith & Co., died 
last Friday gn after several 
months’ iliness, at his house, 258 
South 2ist street, Philadelphia. Hie 
age was 66 years. He began his busi- 
ness life with the wholesale drug firm 
of W. W. & H. Smith. About the 
time of the breaking out of the re- 
bellion this firm was dissolved, and 
Cooper Smith took up the drug broker- 
age business, shortly afterwards unit- 
ing with Alex. O. Fergusson,under the 
firm name of Fergusson & Smith, in 
the drug and chemical brokerage busi- 
ness. This copartnership expired at 
the end of four years, when Mr. Smith 
became associated with Mr. Geo. P. 
Morgan, and this partnership contin- 
ued to the time of hia death, a period 
of nearly twenty-four years. Mr. 
Smith never took an active part in 
the public affairs of his city, prefer- 
ring to give close attention to his 
business, in which he has been emi- 
nently successful, and he leaves many 
business friends to mourn his loss. 


During the war of the rebellion he 
was an active member of the City 
Troop and accompanied that body to 
the front for three months. 

He was @ steward of the Radnor 
Hunt, Mr.S-aitn was a brother of C. 
Ross Smith, secretary of the Commer 
cial Exchange. He leaves a widow, & 
son and two daughters. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 


Menhaden Qil Interests Menaced. 


A joint meeting of menhaden and 
food fish fishermen who use pound 
and purse nets, was held in this city 
on Tuesday last to discuss and ar- 
range plans to protect their interests 
from adverse legislation. This meet- 
ing was the outgrowth of the attitude 
assumed by the commissioners of 
fisheries who, in a conference to be 
held on December 13,in this city, call 
on all citizens to aitend and assist 
them in their effort to formulate and 
adopt aplan of action that will secure 
to food’ fiah protection from the 
pound and purse net fiskermen. Mr. 
D. T. Church, President of the United 
States Menhaden Oil and Guano As 
sociation presided. Mr. Eugene G. 
Blackford, ex commissioner of fish- 
eries of this state, was the prominent 
speaker of the occasion. He spoke 
against the attempt to prohibit 
pound net fishing, asserting 
that it was to no extent 
blameable for any _ scarcity inp 
the food fish suppiy and iatimated 
thatthe amateur sportsman was la 
boring under an hallucination—that 
his failure to catcn fish was not on 
account of a dearth in the supply, but 
wholly attributable to his want of 
knowledge how to catch them. Other 
speakers followed, but they all spoke 
in the same strain, declaring that the 
present supply of fish was plentiful, 
and showed by statistics that the 
greatest scarcity of fish occurred be 
fore the days of purse nets. Practi- 
cal men were appointed to attend the 
meeting to be held on Wednesday 
and confer with the commission. The 
following resolution was unanimously 
adupted : 


Resolved, That the chairman be au 
thorized to have this association rep- 
resent-d at the meeting to be held at 
the office of the New York State Fish 
Commissioner on the 13th inst., and 
that he have not only the several 
coast states represented, but also 
have present practical men represent- 
ing each branch of net fishing. 


In accordance with this resolution, 
President Church appointed Luther 
Maddox to represent Maine; Ives W. 
Adams, Massachusetts; D. T. Church 
and J. . K. Southwick, Rhode 
Island; Wm. Finley Brown, Pennsyl- 
vania; Robert A. Ohalker and E. R.

Blackford, Henry A. Reeve and Rob 
ert Walsh, New York; Hon. Alfred 
Walling, New Jersey; C. H.S8chubart, 
Delaware, and P. O.Struven, Mary- 
land.

SODIUM SALICYLATE POWDER. 


In the matter of the protest of 
Merck & Oo, ugainst the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain sodium salicy- 
late powder, imported November 28, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise is sodium salicy- 
late powder. 

We find that it is a medicinal prep- 
aration not containing alcohol, and 
in the preparation of which alcohol 
was not use|. 

We accordingly overrule the claim 
that it is dutiable under paragraph 
19, N. T,, and affirm the assessment 
of duty at 25 per cent. under para- 
graph 76. 


COALTAR COLOR3S-—-PARME A. 


In the matter of the protest of P. 
H. Karcher & Co. against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain so-called 
“color,” that is, Pamre A, imported 
April 18, 1893, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Lunt. 

We find; 1. That Messrs. P. H. 
Karcher & Uo. imported into the port 
of New York, April 18, 1893, certain 
merchandise invoiced as Parme A, 
upon which duty was assessed at 35 
per cent ad valorem under the pro- 
visions cf paragraph 18, N. T. 

2. That said merchandise Is a coal- 
tar preparation, a chemical compound 
and acolor or dye.

LOOKINGGLASS PLATES, CORRUGATED, 


In the matter of the protest of Van 
Horne, Griffin & Co. against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain sheets 
of cylinder glass, imported June 6, 
1893, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Sharretta: 

We find that the merchandise in 
question consists of sheets of cyiin- 
der glass, 4 by 6 inches in dimen- 
sions, silvered and corrugated.

COAL TAR COLORS—CRUDE EOSINE. 


In the matter of the protest of Wm. 
J. Matheson & Co., Itd,, against the 
decision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain crude 
eosine imported November 26, 1892, 
the following is the opinion by Gene- 
ral Appraiser Lunt: 

We find that William J, Matheson 
& Co., limited, imported into the 
port of New York, November 26, 1892, 
certain merchandise invoiced as crude 
eosine, which was assessed for duty 
at 35 per cent. ad valorem under the 
provisions of paragraph 18, N. T., 
and which is claimed to be free under 
the provisions of paragraph 473, or 
that it should be otherwise classified 
for duty under section 19 at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem.

In the matter of the protest of 
Anthony Schorno against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to therate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain har- 
ness grease, imported February 25, 
1893, the following is the opicion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find—1. That Mr, Anthony 
Schorno imported into the port of 
New York, February 25, 1883, certain 
so-called harness grease, upon which 
duty was assessed at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under section 4 of the act of 
Occober 1, 1840, as &@ nonenumerated 
manufactured article. 

2. Tbatsaid so-called harness grease 
is a compound of certain animal and 
vegetable oils and tannin in certain 
proportions, and according to some 
formula not given to the board. That 
tne same is used for dressing harness. 

‘he importer claims such mer- 
chanodise to be free under paragraph 
599 of the tariff act, and states that 
the merchandise is known as “‘tro- 
phoderme.”’ 

The above mentioned article ap- 
pears to be compounded fiom sub- 
stances one or more of which are 
dutiable. It is not an oll or grease 
commonly used for stuffing or dress- 
ing ieather.

The Production of Petroleum in Russia. 


The Russian Novoe Vremya devotes 
an article to the subject of petroleum 
production in Russia. It seeks to 
prove that this branch of industry 
has not progressed properly, that 
sufficient benefit is not reaped from 
the extraction of the product, the 
quantity of petroleum produced bein 
in disproportion with the quantity o 
naphtha used. It shows that in four 
years the extraction of naphtha and 
the prcduction of petroleum at Baku 
has been as follows: 

Extraction of naphtha, 1889, 2065,- 
000,000 pouds; 1890, 239,000,000 poods ; 
1691, 288,000,000 poods and 1892, 298,- 
000,000 poods. 

Production of petroleum, 1889, 61,- 
100,000 poods; 1890, 67,300,000 poods; 
1891, 74,000,000 poods and 1892, 78,700,- 
0U0 poods. 

From these figures it appears that 
petroleum constituted in 1889, 29'8 per 
cent. of the quantity of naphtha ex- 
tracted; in 1890, 28 per cent.; in 1891, 
26°7 per cent. and in 1892, 26°4 per 
cent, 

With respect to the small propor- 
tion of petroleum extracted from the 
raw material, this results from the 
very nature of the Caucasian naph- 
tha. Ex; eriments made 12 years ago 
proved that,whilst American naphtha 
gave 75 per cent. of material capable 
of use for purposes of lighting, Rus- 
sian only yielded 30 per cent. at least, 
such as is used for petroleum lamps.

Podophyllin Resin. 


BY EDWARD D. GRAVILL AND 0. EDWARD 
SAGE, 

The very marked difference in the 
physical characters, and particularly 
the color, of various trade samples of 
podophyllin resin, together with the 
fact that we have recently repeatedly 
met with samples of this resin ofa 
very questionable character, has led 
us to nake a comparative examina. 
tion of a series of these samples with 
specimens of the resin known to be 
prepared in strict accordance with the 
directions contained in the British 
Pharmacopoeia, and it occurred to us 
that the results obtained might prove 
interesting. 

The colors of the samples examined 
varied from buff and pale yellow to 
yellowish and greenish brown. We 
would here mention that the authen- 
tic samples, while varying to some 
extent in color, wer- all of a more or 
less yellowish brown color. This we 
believe to be the proper color of the 
resin when prepared in strict accord 
ance with the British Pharmacopoeia, 
any slight difference which occurs 
being probably due to the condition 
of the rhizome itself, the amount of 
water used in the precipitation, or 
the temperature to which the resin is 
exposed in drying. 

The British Pharmacopceia recog- 
nizes simply, as representing the 
resin, that portion of the rhizome 
precipitated with water from a spirit- 
uous extraction of the same; so that 
obviously the portion thus obtained, 
unless considerably altered by some 
chemical change, induced by the 
mode of prepalation, should be en- 
tirely soluble, or practically so, in 
rectified spirit. This we have found 
to be the case in authentic samples of 
the resin; we have, however, found 
that it is by no means so in some 
trade samples which have come be- 
fore our notice, as the table which 
follows will show. 

The samples are pumbered for the 
sake of convenience, and were ob- 
tained from various sources, They 
were submitted to exactly the same 
conditions of treatment, care being 
taken to poco exhaust each 
sample with rectified spirit. The in- 
soluble matter was then dried at 212° 
F, till constant in weight, and the re- 
sults were as follows:

The portion insoluble in rectified 
spirit, in Nos.1, 2 and 5, was exam 
ined microscopically, with the object 
of discovering its nature. Nos. 2 and 
5 w refound to consist of vegetable 
tissue, with a small quantity of starch, 
but No. 1 was observed to contain in 
addition some crystalline substance 
resembling silica. The starch and 
vegetable matters were found on 
comparison to correspond with those 
existing in powdered podophyllum 
rhizome, 

The inorganic matters present in 
each sample were determined by in- 
cineration at a dull red heat till con- 
_ in weight, and resulted as fol- 
ows:

From several determinations of the 
ash yielded by authentic specimens of 
the resin, ithasin no case exceeded 
0°50 per cent., while the average yield- 
ed by podophyllum rhizome itself is 
only 3:10 percent. In the latter case 
the composition of the ash was found 
to be silica, iron, aluminium, calcium 
and potassium, combined with car- 
bonic, sulphoric and phosphoric acids. 

A qualitative examination of the 
inorganic matter from Nos. 1, 2, and 
5, showed the same to consist of iron, 
calcium, aluminium, and potassium, 
combined with sulphuric and phos- 
phoric acids; a fair quantity of free 
silica was also present, particularly in 
Nos. 1 and 2 the crystals noted under 
the microscopical examination of No. 
1 consisting of this substance, 

Samble No, 8, we may state, was 
prepared from podophyllum emodi, 
kindly supplied to us by Mr. J. O. 
Umney. It resembles ordinary podo- 
phyllin resin, with the exception that 
it is, if anything, alittle paler in color. 

The conclusions to be drawn from 
the results of our examination are: 
That trade samples of so-called podo- 
phyllin resin exist which are largely 
adulterated, and that the nature of 
the adulteration appears to be pow 
dered podophllum rhizome and earthy 
matters. That the color of the resin 
is not a very material characteristic 
of its genuineness, and that samples 
yielding more than atrace of matter 
insoluble in rectified spirit, and much 
more than 0°60 per cent. of inorganic 
matter, on incineration, may be con- 
sidered to be toa greater or less ex- 
tent adulterated.—Phar. Jour. and

White Lead.—There is scarcely any 
trade doing in dry white lead, and 
consequently any price quoted is 
merely nominal. The offerings from 
the out-of-town makers, however, 
seem to have been rather less urgent, 
notwithstanding lower rates of freight 
from the West. Small orders have 
been booked mostly at 6@5c for dry. 
Outside corroders have been in com- 
munication with the National officials 
this week on the tariff question, and, 
while probably no other subject has 
been seriously discussed, there are 
those who do not hesitate to say that 
the outcome may yet be“our all 
coming together,” But a coming 
together, either by absorption or 
merely an agreement asto output and 
prices, depends on the success of the 
com mitice sent to Washingten to advo- 
cate better protection than isafforded 
by the proposed new tariff bill. The 
card price for lead in oil has not been 
changed, but large or close buyers 
are getting liberal concessions, and 
dealers probably could not increase 
their sales much if the price was ma- 
terially reduced, while as it is it pays 
them a larger profit. 

vrange Mineral.—There is no abate- 
ment in the demand for French, either 
for spot or for delivery after the turn 
of the year. Buyers, however, are 
having the duty clause inserted in 
their future contracts so as to have 
the benefit of any reduction that may 
be made in the tariff. Sales are re- 
ported of 25 cks, to arrive and from 
store, at 104%@10%c as to quantity 
and holder. ‘There is no material 
change in the position of the German 
and other foreign makes. The de- 
mand being limited, sellers are not 
disposed to cut prices in order to ef- 
fect sales. For future delivery they 
are quoting 74@7%c as to make, 
quantity and date of delivery, while 
for jobbing parcels the prices range 
from 7%@7%c as to quantity. Do- 
mestic makeis are inclined to takea 
gloomy view of the situation pending 
tariff legislation. Values for the 
present remain at 74%@8c as to quan- 
tity lesa the usual discount. 

Litharge.—The demand from the 
rubber makers during the week has 
been unusually good for this period 
of ‘he year, while that from the glass 
trade has not been as active as the 
season would indicate.

The Methods of Testing Fats and Olls. 


BY DR, ERNEST MILLIAU. 


The difficulties of chemical analyses 
of fatty matters are greatly increased, 
not only by the sight differences 
which caracterize the various glycer- 
ides, but also by the numerous cases 
of isomerism, and the phenomena of 
oxidation and fermentation which 
modify their molecular structures, 
the resins and the essential oils which 
they contain, the foreign matters 
which spoil them, the composition of 
which varies infinitely, according to 
the nature of the soil from which the 
plant draws nourishment, the method 
of extraction, age, and a thousand 
other causes, needless to mention. 
Since the methods of communication 
have been facilitated and cnmena 
have become more numerous, the dif- 
ferent markets of the world have been 
flooded with fatty matters presenting 
different characters, though of the 
same nature of those to which indus- 
Ity and commerce have been accus- 
tomed, 

We have been led to seek methods 
of analysis for oils not by their im- 
purities, which vary according to their 
origin, but by the examination of 
their principal conctituents, which 
remain practically the same for the 
same species, 
~.Kor example, itis now well known 
that the olive oil of Tunis, Morocco, 
and other provinces presents ofter 
the character of adulterated oils if 
analyzed without proper precautions 
or by old processes. 

Accordingly most gcvernments and 
large companies have modified their 
specifications. It is indispensible for 
obtaining precise results to submit 
the material to a purification, pro- 
ceeded and followed byja number of 
filtrations. By thus removing the 
impurities, which when present alter 
the results, we bring back the fatty 
bodies of the same species to a type 
which is always practically the same. 
To reach this end we work sometimes 
with washing by hot distilled water,

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added twenty cc. of the iodine solu- 
tion and fifteen cc. to twenty cc. of 
the solution of mercuric chloride. 
The flask is closed and allowed to 
stand three hours. Twenty cc. of the 
potassium iodide solution is added 
and the excess of iodine titrated. 
When the brown coloration begins to 
disappear a few drops of starch solu 
tion are added and then thiosulphate 
until the color dieappears. 

We will pass in silence the other in- 
dices, such as that of acethyl, which 
is of use only to discover castor oil. 

6. Freezing Point.—The freezing 
point is easy to determine by means 
of a themometer and a freezing mix- 
ture, 

6. Melting Points of Fatty Acids. 
—The dry and wmelted fatty 
acids are sucked into a capillary tube. 
After solidification the tube is placed 
beside the bulb of a sensitive ther- 
mometer and immersed in a beaker 
of water, the temperature of which is 
raised very slowly. The reading of 
the thermometer is taken the instant 
the body passes from the solid to the 
liquid state. 

7. Solidification Point ot Fatty Acids 
(Titer).—The dried and melted fatty 
acids are placed in a tube fifteen om. 
long and two cm. in diameter, which 
is suspended in a wide-mouthed bottle 
with a perforated stopper. A ther- 
mometer graduated to tenths is in- 
serted so that the bulb reaches the 
centre of the material. At the mo- 
ment solidification commences a cir- 
cular movement is given to the ther 
mometer, stirring the whole mass; 
the thermometer is then left at rest 
and carefully watched till the mer- 
cury ceases to rise, the reading then 
taken gives the point of solidification 
or titer conventionally adopted. 

8. Saturation.—We operate on five 
grams of the melted and dried fatty 
acid with a solution of normal caustic 
soda, The number of cc. absorbed 
gives the saturation number, 

9. Solubility in Absolute Alcohol.— 
We determine this in the following 
manner: The fat is neutralized 
by agitating in a closed separating 
funnel for thirty minutes with 
twice its weight of 95 per cent alco- 
hol; after settling it is drawn off and 
the alcohol held in solution driven 
off at low temperature, after which it 
is agitated at 15° C,or at a few de- 
grees above the melting point, if 
solid at 16° with twice its weight of 
absolute alcohol. A known quantity 
of this alcohol is evaporated, the res- 
idus weighed and the quantity of oil 
dissolved by 1,000 grams of alcohol is 
calculated. 

FLUID VEGETABLE OILS, 

Olive oil.—Olive oil, like other veg- 
etable oils, is a mixture of neutral 
glycerides, eleine,stearine, palmitine, 
&c., and a variable quantity of free 
fatty acids. It is the edible oil par 
excellence, and the south of France 
owes a portion of its prosperity to the 
cultivation of the olive tree. This 
culture is to-day almost precarious in 
certain countries, though’ the con- 
sumption continually increases, and 
olive oli always enjoys the just title 
of uncontested superiority. We can 
only attribute these remarkable re- 
sults to the adulterations made 
for the purpose of selling under

the name of olive oil, seed 
oils, or adulterated olive oil. 
We would be easily freed from these 
adulterations if chemists had at their 
disposition absolutely sure means to 
———_ them. Unfortunately the 
similarity of composition and reaction 
of the various vegetable oils render 
the demonstration of their presence 
extremely difficult. In face of the 
prejudice caused by adulteration the 
greatest efforts have been made to 
solve the problem, and although the 
results have not been sterile, they 
have pot yet reached a satisfactory 
solution. Itis necessary to say that 
if certain adulterators succeed in 
selling seed oils disguised as olive, 
they reverse the problem for the 
chemist by making him seek olive 
oilin seed oil, I may remark that 
the fraud is not always so great; very 
often the proportion of seed oil is not 
higher than ten per cent. Oonse- 
quently for our method of analysis to 
be considered absolutely good it 
must give results, without recourse 
to comparisons which satisfactorily 
show five per cent. in a mixture. 
Under these conditions we are cer- 
tain to discover adulteration when 
made in the proportion of ten per 
cent, 

Let us rapidly review the general 
processes for the recognition of pea- 
nut, sesame, cotton seed and poppy 
oils in olive oil, and we must ac- 
knowledge that none of them demon- 
strate less than 10 per cent. 

Specitic Gravity—The specific grav- 
ity of olive oil varies from 0,916 to 
0.918. We have 0.917 to 0.918 for un- 
decorticated peanut, 0,921 for decor- 
ticated peanut, 0.923 for sesame, 0.921 
to 0.924 for cotton seed oil, 0,924 for 
poppy oil. ‘hese variations of den- 
sity in the olive oil do not allow us to 
recognize a mixture with any degree 
of certainty. 

Action of Nitrous» Fumes—When 
taken from the water bath, if the oil 
contain a fairly large proportion of 
peanut oil it will appear wine red. 
Pure olive oil is, on the contrary, 
lemon yellow. When taken from the 
cold bath a complete solidification is 
observed with pure olive oil, which 
has the appearance of very light 
fresh butter. With a mixture of 15 
per cent of all other oils there is no 
solidification. This method gives 
good means of detecting peanut and 
poppy oils in edible, but is of less use 
when applied to oila used for indus- 
trial purposes, which may not solidify 
-hough pure. 

Sulfuric Saponification.—The rise 
of temperature of olive oilis 36°, the 
relative 94° A rise of temperature 
above 35° usually indicates adultera- 
tion. Equal or lower results do not 
absolutely indicate purity because 
certain pure olive oils give only 31°, 
32°, and 33°, and in consequence after 
the addition of seed oils show only 
34°—35°, 

Indices.—The iodine number varies 
from eighty to eighty-five, and in a 
certain measure helps us to discover 
seed oils. It likewise offers us a 
quantitative method with a mixture 
of known oils. The variation in com- 
position of the same oil spoils its 
sensitiveness for determining mix- 
tures from five to ten per cent. 

We will not mention the other gen- 
eral processes, but will dwell partic- 
ularly on the special reactions which 
characterise the presence of the three 
oils most frequently used to adultere 
ate olive oil to wit, peanut, sesame 
and cottonseed. 

These processes have a much 
greater analytical value than the 
general ones; for if in the 
course of analysis we find unsatis- 
factory results with the latter, we can 
detect adulterationa with certainty 
by the former. 

Examination for Peanut Oil.—The 
density is almost the same. The sul- 
phuric saponification, and above all 
the Cailletet process gives us good re- 
sults, but only the presence of ara- 
chidic acid O,,H,,0,, melting point 75°, 
allows the sure i1ecognition of the 
presence of peanut oil. We have 
adopted with slight modifications the 
method of Renard. Twenty grams 
of the oil are saponified by 20 cc. of a 
caustic soda solution 36° B, diluted in 
100 ce, alcohol 90%. Thesoap formed 
is precipitated by a 60% solution in 
alcohol of lead acetate, which must 
be neutral. After complete precipita- 
tion decant while warm and wash the 
residue with alcohol, which after be- 
ing ground in a mortar is agitatel 
with 200 ce, of ether. ‘This operativa 
is repeated,three times to remove the 
last traces of lead Joleate ,soluble in 
ether. The residue is then put ina 
porcelain dish containing two or three 
liters of distillea water and 50 cc 
drochloric acid.

The more active trading in lard 
oil by reason of better values has 
tended to freer buying in other 
branches of this departmeut, and the 
volume representing the week’s work 
shows goodly proportions. Linseed 
oil is firmly maintained at the recent 
advance. Cocoanut oil is in better 
demand, with prices strictly upheld. 
Cottonseed oils locally are quiet, but 
are in fairrequest in the interior, The 
mineral lubricants remain in the 
same position last reported. 

Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed Oil.—Has been speculatively 
active the past week, both for prompt 
and future delivery. On Tuesday 
last the price was advanced 3c by the 
National Oo. to a basis of 45c delivered 
here, and to-day, again, 20 to 47c, 
City crushers followed the rise made 
early in the week and it is understood 
will meet on Monday next and ad- 
vance their prices to correspond with 
the latest in the west. The large 
transactions were all made at 
the quotations ruling last week for 
spot or %c advance on _ each 
month for future delivery exending 
into the early’ spring. The 
last advances seem to have 
checked trade and a quiet period in 
the near future may reasonably be 
looked for with possible underselling 
from second hands. The actual con- 
sumptive demand is always cur- 
tailed at this season of the year, 
and at the present time it is 
below the normal. There are those 
who feel that the recent advances 
will not be sustained, being based on 
the rise in flaxseed, which is admit- 
tedly speculative,

been a buyers’ market during the 
period under review, as prices have 
been declining and at the close they 
have reached the lowest point since 
the season opened. One draw- 
back has been the light supplies as 
this port, though the receipts show 
an increase over the previous week. A 
large proportion of these receipts, 
however,are for deliveries upon exiat- 
ing contracts for export made early in 
the season. While prices asked at the 
mills in theSouth are relatively above 
those ruling here, it is intimated that 
the stock of oil at the mills is dail 

increasing, and, in order to work o 

this surplus, lower prices will have 
to be accepted. A feature which 
may change the present aspect of 
the situation isthe advance in lard 
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which has taken place within the 
past few days. Should this continue 
an early improved demand for com- 
pound lard will surely follow. and 
this means a better demand for cotton 
oil and a ae hardening in 
prices all around. Oables received 
on Friday reported lower Eng- 
lish markets, with a corresponding 
lowering of bids by exporters for 
off grades of summer yellow to 
28%c, with holders declining to shade 
30@31c, as to quality. For a choice 
grade of crude oil refiners are willing 
to pay 28c, though there are grades 
to be had at 27c, at which several 
small sales have been made. On 
Wednesday 600 bbls prime Summer 
ellow was offered on ’Ohange at 32c 
or January, February and March 
delivery without takers, though 
33c was paid for December delivery. 
The following sales have been made 
public: 600 bbls prime yellow 
at 34c, 300 bbls do at 34%, 
300 bbls of off ad for ex- 
export at 30@31c, 160 bbls prime crude

Union Oil Company, of Providence, 
have reduced their winter oils 4c. As 
will be seen from the telegrams re- 
ceived from our correspondents in the 
South, prices are comparativel. 
higher there than those ruling here 
“New Orleans market quiet; prime 
crude, loose, 27¢ asked, 26c bid ; ‘Texas 
crude, loose,24c bid,25c asked ; refined 
32@33c in barrels, asked;’’ while at 
Memphis “‘ prime crude, 26%@27%c; 
refined, 31@32c, both loose, f.0.b.; 
market quiet.’’ There have been sev- 
eral bids of 26c loose at Memphis for 
several thousand barrels of prime 
crude for Western refiners for 
January delivery, but so _ far 
no transactions have been completed, 
as sellers declined to shade 27c.

The Anti-Trust Law. 


Concerning the Sherman Anti. 
Trust law of Iuly 2, 1890,the Attorney- 
General in his annual report speaks 
with considerable emphasis. He 


says: 

‘‘There has been and probably still 
is a widespread impression that the 
aim and effect of this statute are to 
prohibit and prevent those aggrega- 
tions offcapital which are so common 
at the present day, and which are 
sometimes on so large a scale as to 
practically control all the branches of 
an extensive industry. Itwould not 
be useful, even if it were possible, to 
ascertain the precise purposes of the 
framers of the statute. It is suffi- 
cient to point out what small basis 
there is for the popular impression 
referred to. 

**In the first place,the subject matter 
upon which the statute operates and 
alone can operate is, ‘Any part of the 
trade or commerce among the several 
States, or with foreign nations. 

“There is, therefore, necessarily 
exempt from its provisions all thac 
immense mass of contracts, dealings 
and transactions which arise and are 
carried on wholly within State lines 
and are wholly within the jurisdiction 
of a State. 
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“On another ground, namely, that 
special and exclusive legislation has 
been enacted respecting them, rail- 
road companies —_ in inter- 
state transportation have been held 
rt be within the purview of the 
statute,’ 


Petroleum in Colombia, 
BY ©. F, Z, CARACRISTI, 


During my visit and explorations 
on the Gulf of Uraba and along its 
tributaries I discovered at a very 
short distance from the coal exten- 
sive strata of “oil rock,’’ which led 
me to oe the petroleum 
“oozes” or springs that peons re 
ported as existing near the Rio Arbo- 
letes. This investigation led to the 
discovery of not less than forty pe- 
troleum “seeps” or springs, one of 
these having a crater about 12 Inches 
in diameter, which gushes forth suffi- 
cient oil to fill a 6 inch pipe. A pe- 
troleu.n pood 60 feet in diameter and 
from 3 to 10 feet deep, is also found 
near this spring. The flow of these 
oil springs is something very won- 
derful and deserves the attention of 
geologists, to say nothing of invest- 
ors. 

These wells, or rather springs, lie 
at a distance srom one to three miles 
from the shores of the gulf, to which 
point it would be very easy to con- 
struct a pipe line at a cost of about 

14.000. 


The oil is remarkably pure, passing 
as it does through an extensive bed 
of coral which seems to act as a filter 
and refiner. A proper survey of 
the oil region of the Uraba 
would be interesting, both from 
a scientific and industrial standpoint. 
The proper development of the possi- 
bilities of the oil industries at this 
point would probably result in the 
control of the petroleum market of 
South America. 

The most interesting feature of 
these petroleum deposits is the fact 
that one of the “seeps” seems to 
prove conclusively the error of both 
the chemist and geologist as to the 
origin of petroleum. 

At a point about 10 miles from the 
Rio Iquana, in the mountain range of 
Gigantones, I found what at first ap- 
peared to be a geyser, but which sub 
sequently proved to be an oil spring. 
The oil and water roge out of this 
crater at alternate intervals, and 
brvught with it small lumps of burnt 
carbonate vf lime and suiphur anda 
fragments of ozokerite (mineral wax). 
The lime had been burnt to such an 
extent that all the carbonic acid 
gas had been driven off and both the 
sulphur and ozokeriie exhibited a 
charred condition. The oil and 
water that rose out of the spring were 
heated phen they arrived at the sur- 
face to 130°. This petroleum, there- 
fore, was doubtless produced by the 
combination of carbonic acid gas with 

' sulphuric acid pases working on the 


ozocerite and mellitic basis of the sur- 
rounding earth and then combinin 
with hydrogen. In this condi- 
tion it came to the surface with 
the heated water of the spring, 
or perhaps the hot fumes were 
plunged into the water and became 
condensed, heating the water. The 
oil then formed on the surface of the 
water, being lighter, and was held in 
suspension until sufficient steam was 
accumulated in the water to eject it, 
which explains the reason why the 
oil rose to the surface alternately with 
and before the water. 

In Boyaca, near Tunyaand Moren 
are found some deposits of coal an 
petroleum. The petroleum, samples 
of which I have in my possession, 
seems to be very fine, but owing to 
the want of railroad facilities is una- 
vailable.

ties of manurial matter to find its way 
to the sea, while bemoaning his lot and 
sighing over the yield of virgin lands 
in comparison with that of his own; 
whereas the manufacture, by the aid 
of chemical skill and mechanical de- 
vices, converts refuse matter ipto 
valuable merchandise, 

The advance of this manufacture 
should give encouragement to the 
farmers of the Atlantic slope, When 
the no distinct time arrives for the 
extinguichment of an agriculture that 
is based on primordial soil, the lands 
of there regions will recover their 
lost value, for observation will show 
how closely fertility is allied to the 
production of these manufactured 
manures, which can be carried on 
most profitably at those points where 
supplies of foreign crude material are 
obtained and where sea-board trans- 
portation can be made available. 

Soda.—The last decade is rendered 
memorable to the chemical industry 
by the permanent establiehment of 
the manufacture of soda salts in the 
United States. Hitherto all attempts 
to produce these articles successfully 
from common salt have failed. The 
causes that have led to repeated fail- 
ure and the consequent loss of large 
sums of money are to be found in the 
high cost of labor, the absence of cus- 
toms duties on bleaching powders, or 
chloride of lime, and the exceedingly 
low rates of freight tbat rule on this 
class of merchandise, 

The Solvay Process Company, of 
Syracuse, New York, has been found- 
ed on the experience and skillof the 
noted Solvay cf Be'gium. But, how- 
ever satisfactory the process may be, 
ithss a defect that enters into the 
production of many articles in the 
United States, notably in bleaching, 


change poe making and chemical works, 


nasmuch fas all the chlorine of the 
common salt employed is lost, passe 
ing away as valueless chloride of cal- 
cium, Consequently the United 
States will remain dependent upon 
Great Britain for its supply of so im- 
portant an article as bleaching pow- 
der. A question of the greatest inter- 
est centers in this problem, bow to 
overcome this defect in our manufac- 
turing system. The efforts of inven- 
tors have for many years been direct- 
ed toward the solution. Theory has 
marked out a number of paths, but 
ractice has not yet succeeded in fol- 
owing any of these to a satisfactory 
result, 
It may be added that, in addition 
to bleaching powders, the important 
chemicals, alizarin, chlorate of pot- 


| ash, and chlorate of soda, are not 


found among the salts produced in 
this country; and that these articles, 
so essential to the textile interests, 
are free of customs duty. 


Pharmaceutical Preparations.—The 
United States is preeminent in the 
manufacture of pharmaceutical prep- 
arations, which are produced in con- 
sequence of the demand by physicians 
for more palatable or more compatible 
materisl for the materia medica. 
These articles cover a large field; 
they include pills, lozenges, fiuid ex- 
tracts and a great variety of elixirs. 
The title, ‘“‘elegant pharmacy,”’ con- 
veya a correct idee of the position oc- 
cupied by the industry. Medicinal 
substances are associated in the 
minds with ad nauseam doses. The 
producers of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions have succeeded, in most in- 
stances, in masking or altogether ob- 
literating the unpleasant preperties 
of drugs, which marks an advance- . 
ment of no small moment within the 
past twenty years, inasmuch as this 
tends to improved health, greater £e- 
curity from disease and a consequent 
reduction of the death rate. 

The cost of distilled spirits consti- 
tutes the largest outlay in the manu- 
facture of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions. A special investigation made 
by the census office of the United 
States showed that during the year 
ending December 31, 1889, 10,976,842 
proof galions of distilled spirits were 
consumed in the arts, manufactures 
and medicine, 

Chemicals and Dyestuffs Used in 
the Industry of Dyeing and Finishing 
Textiles.—In 1890 the value of chemi- 
cals used In independent dye works, 
bleacheries and print works was 
$8,407,693. Much of the dyeing and 
finishing, however, is done by the 
mapbufacturers of the fabrics them- 
selves, and the value of the chemicals 
and dyestuffs is to be added to the 
amount named. :

Adding to this $11,278,970 to the 
value of the articles used by the dye 
works, bleacheries, and print works 
($8,407,693,) we obtain as the grand 
total of chemicals and dyestuffs used 
in manufacturing, dyeing, and finish- 
textiles, the value of $19 686,663— 
nearly twenty millions of dollars 

Compressed Ammonia Gas, or An- 
hydrous Ammonia.—The use of this 
article has reached large proportions 
within the past few years, and it has 
proved an invaluable aid to the pre- 
servation of food. the refrigeration of 
malt liquors, and the manufacture of 
ice. The introduction of the use of 


anhydrous ammonia has given great|T 


impetus to the manufacture of the 
ne machinery adapted to its em- 
ployment in the departments named, 

The United States can rightfully 
claim the inauguration on a large 
scale of these processes, which at 
this time yield profit, convenience 
and health to people throughout the 
world. 

Fuel.—Together with the metallur- 
gical operations of smelting, melting 
and heating, the chemical industry is 
a large consumer of fuel, hence great 
interest attaches to its supply; itisa 
figure of great importance in com 
puting the costs of these manufac- 
tures. 

Many fuel saving devices are to be 
found in chemical works, and within 
the past two or three years fuel oil 
has become of considerable import- 
ance. Numerous devices have aided 
in making it adaptable in an admir- 
able manner to furnace works. The 
replacement of coal is likely to be 
quite marked if the relative prices of 
the two fuels shall remain at the pres 
ent ratio. 

Natural gas also has been utilized 
in chemical works in localities adja- 
cent to a supply, and its use has 
proved a great convenience, 


Labor and Wages.— The em- 
ployees of chemical manufacturers 


range from the lowest order to the 
hig est in the scale, and the wages 
pa 


vary in proportion. Many oper. 
ations partake of the ‘‘double shift,” 
or twelve hours, the work being con- 
tinuous, hence the average paid per 
hand reaches the _—_ figure of $5°0 
per year. Eleven dollars and sixty 
cents is the average pay, counting 
fifty weeks steady employment in the 
year. A few females and a small 
number of boys find occupation in 
this department of manufacture The 
_-_ are chiefly of the able-bodied 
class. 
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The chemical, in comparison with 
such great industries as iron and 
steel. woolen and cotton, takes rank 
as the fourth among these great man- 
ufacturing divisions of the country. 
It represents a diversity of interests 
such as centerin noothsr department, 
and it affords to the United States a 
source of activity for labor, skill, and 
capital, that is highly encouraging to 
those who have pride in the progress 
of their country. 

The chemical industry of the whole 
world is interested in and relies upon 
certain tables or ready reference cal- 
culations. These aggregaticns of 
figures are confusing to a certain ex- 
tent, owing to the variation of the 
bases of calculation. In chemical 
works in the United States tables will 
be found in use: 

For weights, 
Avoirdupois, 
Apothecary, 


For measures. 
English gallons, 
Wine gallons, 

roy, Metric, as liters. 
Metric, as kilo- 
grams, 
For specific grav- 
ity. For temperature. 
Fahrenheit scale, 
Celsius scale, 
Reaumur scale, 
Centigrade scale. 


Growing out of these different 
guides we have endless difficulties 
unless the writer on a given subject 
succinctly states by which of the var- 
ious standards he is governed. 

The scale of Beaume is rendered 
confusing at times owing to the dif- 
ference of the modulus that is ac- 
cepted. 

The transmutation of one thermom- 
etric scale into another is daily nec- 
essary, while errors are frequently 
made by the difference in the gallon 
capacity in cubic inches, 

The present is opportune for the 
discussion of this subject with the 
view of arriving at some deliberate 
attempt to produce conformity out of 
this bedlam of figures. The tower of 
Babel with its traditional confusion 
of tongues eae be taken as represent- 
ing the difficulties arising in chemi- 
cal work and transactions. A com- 
mittee consisting of representatives 
from each nation could be appointed 
whose duty it should be to formulate 
an international system of figures 
and tables. 

Uniform methods and statements 
for these basal calculations would in- 
ure to the ease of commercial tran- 
sactions throughout the world.
